AT COUNTY BUILDING SITE 


An official of the Colum- 
bus Urban League has 
charged that public funds 
are being used illegally to 
construct a new County 
courts building on South 
High St. 

Joseph C. Stewart, 
tradesman specialist at the 
Urban League, charged in 
a letter written earlier this 
month that there are few, if 
any, black or minority 
workers working on the 
site. 

In a letter to County EEO 
Compliance Officer Don 
Brown, Stewart said that 
he has visited the jobsite 
on more than one oc- 
casion, and has found ‘'no 
improvement regarding 
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minorities participating. in 
the skilled trades.” 

“The company that has 
the largest workforce,” 
Stewart wrote, “has no 
minority workers on the 
jobsite.” 

The firm to which he was 
referring, Berkley Steel 
Erector, confirmed that 
they have no_ minority 
workers on the site in a 
report dated Aug. 1, 
Stewart alleged. 

Stewart said that 
Berkeley is not the only 
company involved in the 
project that does not hire 
minority workers.

SURVEY REVEALS JOB DATA 


FOR VOCATIONAL GRADS })<— 


‘Eighty-nine percent of 
last year's vocational 
graduates .of Columbus 
Public Schools are either 
working or continuing their 
education. 

According to Superin- 
tendent Joseph Lk. Davis, 
that’s an all-time high 
made possible by the 
school district's expansion 
of vocational programs in 
recent years. “It’s an im- 
pressive record when you 
consider--that—_we--have 
been in-a period of peak 
unemployment. Actually, 
only four percent of the 
students..who..wanfed to 
work were unable to find 


jobs,"’ he reported. 

The data comes from an 
annual follow-up study of 
vocational graduates re- 
quired by the State Depart- 
ment of Education.

Our 


Police Department 


The Cleveland Urban League has 
come out with some interesting. 
statistics on all the police depart- 
ments in Cuyahoga County. Accord- 
ing to the released figures, not one of 
the 59 cities and villages studied, 
had any evidence of complying with 
federal requirements for non- 
discriminatory hiring. In:fact, only. six 
cities out of the 59 have any Negroes 
on their police forces. 


One of the most serious- problems 
facing Negroes in the United States 
today, is relationship with police 
departments. -Lawlessness begets 
lawlessness. Black people have been 
at the hitting end of the policeman's 
billy.club entirely too long. 

In revealing the small representa- 
tion Blacks have on police forces in 
Cuyahoga County, the Urban League 
has performed a real community ser- 
vice. 

If such racism in employment was 
perpetrated on any other minority, 
the news media would be crusading 
from city hall to city hall for correc- 
tions. However, since the victims are 
Black, as a public controversy, the 
issue will soon be in file thirteen. 

Black people, however, cannot af- 
ford to be indifferent. We must let 
avery City Halt know that we will-fight 
until job discrimination is no longer 
an accepted public policy.

in stating. the administration’s views 
on the -subject.of hiring Black 
policemen, said: “The Department of 
Justice shares the view that effective 
law-enforcement in America cannot 
be achieved without providing for 
meaningful participation of Blacks - 
and other minorities and women - in 
police departments throughout the 
country.” . 

It is disgraceful that the City of 
Cleveland's police department has 
such a dismal record in the hiring of 


Blacks. Over the years, the Cleve- 
land Police Department has become 
almost a no-man's land for Blacks. 
Other than one Captain and six 
sergeants, Black policemen are all at 


the lowest grade of foot patroimen. 

The officials in charge of Cleve- 
land’s police department are so bold 
and defiant, that they, with impuntiy, 
ignore mandates from the federal 
courts, and City Council. So far as 
Negroes are concerned, police 
departments in Cuyahoga County are 
enclaves unto themselves. Carl 
Stokes found that out when he was 
mayor, In fact, every Black mayor has 
had trouble with his police depart- 
ment. 

Since police activities play. such 
an important part in the Black com- 
munity, it"is“high- time: that-we~give 
more attention to getting more 
representation on all police forces. 
Whatever is necessary to break up 


‘the present policies of lillywhitism,

covered different industries, areas and 
demographic.groups; extended over 
different periods of time and used dif- 
ferent sources of data. Our review of 
the accumulated evidence suggest 
that, as the statutory minimum wage 
has risen, the adverse impact on the 
level of employment has become 
progressively noticeable. This is 
especially true in the case of young,

ge clearly price many teenagers 
out of the labor job market.” 

The mothers and fathers who must 
deal every day with the unemployed 
teenagers in their household, are the 
ones who are holding the bag while 
the various social and economic for- 
ces battle over this issue. 

One sure thing stares these 
frustrated and angered Biack parents 
in the face, is that nothing nobody has 
done to date, has created a dent in the 
Black youth unemployment rate. 

The best the government has come 
up with is recreating the old CCC 


camps for unemployed youth. This 
was the “band” ald solution in the. 


nineteen thirties. So, actually we have 
made no progress toward solving. 
teenage unemployment in forty years. 
During this time wages have gone up 
considerably and, many jobs teen- 
agers formerly held, have gone out of 
existence... 

I think Dr. Brimmer states the issue 
clearly and accurately when he says: 

“Day-by-day, evidence is mounting 
to demonstrate that, as_ statutory 
minimum wages have climbed, the ad- 
verse impact on jobs has become in- 
creasingly clear. The burden falls 
primarily on young unskilled workers- 
and particularly on Black teenagers. 
Yet, public percentions and beliefs 
still adhere to the contrary view- 
namely that increases in the minimum 
wage have no detrimental effects. If 
the minimum wage is raised sharply 
during the current year, it will place 
another rut in the already bumpy road 
which -young people have to travel 
(and Blacks always seem to hit the 
roughest spots) in their search for a 
way Into gainful employment. 

The introduction of a differential 
minimum wage would help ease the 
burden of excessively high unemploy- 
ment borne by young people in this 
country. However, there appears to be 
little prospect of achieving this goal in 
the near future. But at the least, we 
should be careful to avoid a sharp 
jump when the federal statute is 
amended. If an increase greatly in ex- 
cess of that recommended by the Car- 
ter- Administration. does. occur, much 
of the adverse impact will fall on 
Blacks-and particularly on young 
people.” 

Black parents had better take more 
interest in this problem for they are 
the ones who must bear the cost of 
supporting their unemployed children 
and, at the same time, seeing 80 many 
of them-succumbing to lives of crime.

new biennium with the last percent. 

These gains were able to be financed through in- 
creased revenues resulting from the recovering state 
economy. 

A priority issue for this General Assembly, in the 
first period of the session, was the energy shortage. 
Granted, the legislature alone can't solve the ener 
problem. Relief will likely be slow and will require 
cooperation between state and federal governments 
and private industry and some sacrifice for all. Ohio's 
Legislature has been responsive to the effects of the 
shortage and is developing a state energy policy. 

During the natural gas crisis this past winter, 
legislation was enacted to hasten unemployment 
payments, reduce the public school calendar year to 
conserve energy and authorize county emergency 
food services. 

The State's energy policy that is under develop- 
ment will be designed to promote conservation of 
existing. energy sources and promote development of 
new energy sources. —~ 

The enactment of House Bill 430 is very important 
to the black community within the scope of energy 
consumers. This legislation has a particular impact on 
the community because we have found ourselves 
residing in housing that has the least amount of in- 
sulation, therefore incurring very high heating bills 
this past winter. 

House-Bill-430 will permit. the State to participate in 
the Federal special crisis intervention program which 
isa one-time payment.of. up to $250 to a household for

Those who would. shrug off these charges as 
things of little consequence will do-so at the peril of 
harmony peace and continued prosperity and produc- 
tivity of this great country of ours. 

For the blacks and the poor have no permanent 
friends nor permanent enemies, only permanent 
problems. Most black leaders know this and are 
speaking out in a most candid manner on issues that 
drastically affect the lives of our people.

As the United States of 
America enters its third 
century, its landscape is 
still scarred by its legacy 
of slavery and history of 
racism. Blacks and other 
minorities continue to find 
their horizons . artifically 
limited and their mobility 
constrained through 
poverty and powerlessness 
in_ this. society of plenty. 
These minorities, denied 
access tothe perquisites 
and benefits of American 
society, populate the lower 
rungs of the economic and 


social strata and are 
provided inferior 
education, confined to 


substandard housing and 
are discriminated against 
and victimized in every 
facet of American society. 

After a decade of ac- 
tivity, there has been a 
visible and significant 
slackening of efforts to re- 
move these vestiges of 
racism, Instead, American 
society now seems preoc- 
cupied with the question of 
whether the very modest 
efforts undertaken to 
alleviate the burden of 
racism in education and 
employment constitute 
“reverse discrimination” 
against whites.

He won -his.case in 
the California Supreme 
Court, which ordered him 
to be admitted.

Bakke claims that Davis’ 
minority admissions 
program, using— special 
criteria, selected 16 ap- 
plicants (in a freshman 
class.of 100) whose 
qualifications were lower 
than his. When filling out 
his application, Bakke had 
chosen not, to. be con.-. 
sidered in the program, 
which was described on 
the. application form as 
being for “applicants from

The 15 women temporarily (indefinitely) incar- 
cerated at the old Ohio Pen have found a cham- 
pion to help get them out of the dilapidated, out- 
moded old “joint” and back into relatively decent 
surroundings. 

Attorneys for the American Civil Liberties Union 
tiled a suit in Federal district court late Friday, Aug. 
5, asking that the women be removed from the cen- 
tury-old- dungeon on Spring St. 

@ suit was a-class action filed in behalf of 
Brenda Harris, Margaret’ Green, “and alt other 
people who either are in cell block 'L' or might be, 
placed there at a later date...” 

Filth, insects and a total lack of privacy were 
among the complaints registered by the plaintiffs 
who charged that, among other things, their incar- 
ceration at the Great Stone Hotel, which dates 
back to the Civil War era, constituted “cruel and 
unusual punishment” in violation of the U.S. Con- 
stitution. 

Most of the 15 women Presently being held at the 
antiquated institution were transferred there from 
py sen Reformatory in early July as the result of 
a disturbance in which they were allegedly in- 
volved. 

’ Originally, 20 women were sent here from Marys- 
ville after a “mini-riot” that occurred on July 6. The 
women had cited “inhumane conditions” at Marys- 
ville as reasons for their revolt.

Ashley said the women were transferred from 
Marysville simply-because there were not enough 
maximum security cells to accommodate all of 
those who seemed to be troublemakers. 

Jean Kamp, of ACLU, acting as attorney for the 
plaintiffs, said her clients alleged that there were 
insects and birds in the cell block, that the inmates 
were given inadequate exercise periods (two hours 
per week), and that the women were allowed “ab- 
solutely no privacy,” even in the company of male 
guards. 

In @ separate interview, Ashley allowed that con- 
ditions at Ohio Pen were “certainly not as nice as
